The Spanlarde Gone. 


It was exactly 12 15 o'clock today 
hen the big anchors which held the 


mammoth steamship City of Borne in 
he harbor were drawn up and the 
rating of the chains was the signal to 
he occupants of the hundreds of boats 
)hat surrounded her that all was in 
•eadiness to start with the seventeen 
hundred prisoners of war for their 


ative country, 
From early moaning until the start 


was made the harbor was crowded with 
xcursion steamers, yachts, sailboats of 
all 
descriptions, 
dories, 
wherries, 


pants and in fact nearly every craft in 
,he port. 


There wag no change in the program 


if the embarkation of tbe men from the 
prison stockade to the steamship, 


The men were aroused this morning 


long before the sun had appeared over 
he stretch of ocean and their breakfast 
was ready and quickly eaten. 


By 5.30 o'clock the procession from 


he stookade to the barges was begun 
knd after the barges were loaded the 
tag H. A. Mathea steamed down the 
river with a load on either side. 


Three trips were necessary to take the 


men to tbe ship and before 11 o'clock 
the last load bad gone up the gangway 
of tbe steamship. The scenes attend 
ng the embarkation were full of curiosi- 
ty, bat far more agreeable than the 
sights witnessed on July 10, last, when 
692 of the men arrived here on tbe St. 
Lonia and on July 15 wben 1008 more 
of tbe prisoners came on the Harvard. 


Admiral 'Cervera was not 
present 


when the first of the men were loaded 
on tbe barges. He passed the night 
with his son at tbe Bockingham and it 
was after eigbt o'clock before the dis 
tinguished guests at the hotel finished 
their meals and bade good bye to 
Manager Hill and several others who 
were there to extend to them a farewell 


Tbe admiral and bis son walked 


down town and went direotly to the 
Western Union Telegraph office and 
sent several cablegrams to Spain. 


After this they proceeded to the navy 


yard ferry landing and went to tbe yard 
at 9 o'clock. They called on Com mo 
dore Remey and afterward wore taken 
to the ship in his steam launch. 


The seventeen hundred men crowded 


the upper deck of the steamship. Th 


men were apparently in the best of 
spirits and in eager anticipation of 
their trip to Spain. 


As the big ship swung slowly around 


n the river she was saluted by all the 
iteamers and the result was one ot the 
greatest dins ever heard. Among the 
steamers that surrounded her as she 
itarted were tbe Shoals steamer Viking, 
he big tug Howell, the tug Piscataqua, 
Hamilton A Mathes, the steamers Mys- 
.ic and Samuel Butterfield .all crowded 
with excursionists and passengero. 


The Spanish sailors cheered with all 


heir might and waved their caps as the 
big ship responded with her deep toned 
whistle and there was a flutter of hand- 
kerchiefs and hats from the excursion 
boats. 
There was a straining of necks to get 


a sight of Admiral Cervera, but the dis- 
iinguished Spaniard could not be seen. 


The Citv of Rome rapidly gathered 


headway out of the river and in less 
;han an hour wae out of sight aud the 
Spaniards were gone. 


Red Cross Nurses Went With Them. 


Five Red Cross nnrses, in charge of 


M. E. Brayman, who have been caring 
'or the Spanish sick at Camp Long, 
Accompanied the Spanish prisoners on 
he City of Rome to San lander, Spain. 
The prisoners a short time ago requeet- 
3d that the nurses be allowed to go 
with them and Admiral Cervera gave 
lis permission to the plan. The anxili- 
iry also agreed and money was seat to 
he nurses for their expenses. 
All are 


;raduates of the Mills training school 
and have been here since the arrival of 
he Spanish prisoners. 
The nurses, 


who are all males, are very glad to 
make tho trip, and tbe prisoners ox- 


ss themselves as delighted with the 


good care that is assured them on their 
jomeuaid journey. 


Wounded Spaniards on Board. 


Five officers and thirty-nine seamf n 
f the Spanish Heet destroyed at Saalia- 
;o arrived here on Sunday from New 
York on the steamer City of Home. The 
party was in charge of Lieutenant Seg- 
•era, and was made up of the men who 
were wounded in the naval engagement 
and taken to the naval hospital at Nor- 
'oik on tho hospital ship Solace on July 
5. 
Six of the men 
who arrived 


are still on crutches and three others 
are very sick. 


Lieutenant 
Segrera, who 
speaks 


2ngli8h fluently, said that the authori- 
,ierat the hospital at Norfolk did not 
want tho men who were still ill to leave 


institution. They bad insisted in 


doing so, however, as they were anxious 
:o return to their homes in Spain, and 
finally, after pleading with their officers, 
btaincd their consent to mtike tho trip, 
although they are very weak. 


The wounded officers on the City of 


Rome are Lieutenant Luis Fajardo of 
rheVizcaya; Lieutenant Jose Nonal of 
.he torpedo destroyer Furor; Lieuten- 
ant Francisco Arderins of the torpedo 
destroyer Terror, and Assistant Surgeon 
Jricola Gomez of tho Vizcaya. Lieu- 
tenant Fajardo has lost an arm, Noval 
was wounded in the head, Arderius was 
hot in the arms, leg and face, and Sur- 
geon Gomez was hit by a shell on the 
rra. Lieutenant Miguel Sagrera, the 
only one of the forty-four unhurt dur- 
ng the fight at Santiago harbor, was on 
he Christobal Colon, and when the 
warship sank he swam to the shore. 
There he had to fight the Cubans. 


Lieutenant Sagrera said Sunday night 


;hat at the naval hospital at Norfolk all 
the prisoners had been kindly treated, 
aud at the time of the parting on Wed- 
nesday some of the nnrses cried and 
tears filled the eyes of all the wounded 
men. The lieutenant further said that 
three of his men were beyond earthly 
help, because their severe injuries had 
led to blood poisoning. 


'•But we cannot leave them behind," 


he added, "for we all left Spain to fight 
together and if necessary we must all 
die together."
